Secondly, hence may be 
fearned the right way of rc- 
formation -of our lives.

or ſpells beeing but wordes 
haue. no vertue in them to 
eaſc or help man or beaſt, ci- 
ther by creation or by any 
ordinance of God in. his 
word; 
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word : and therfore the effect 


they hauc, is by the.power of 


the deuill vpon mans faith. 
Let our common people 
thinke on tnis , who though

he ſaw their faith, the faith of 
the palfie man mult not be 
excluded but included: and 
the place of Iames ſpeakes 

onely of the bodily health. 
Aegaine, it may be allead- 
gcd, that ſeeing we arc iuſti- 
ficdby the iuſtice of an other, 
namely

alſo be iuſtzrfied and ſaucd by 
_ thefaith of an other. I] anſwer, 
that the reaſon is not hke, be- 
cauſe the obedience of Chriſt 
1s both: his and ours : his, be- 
cauſe. it is. in him : ours, be- 
cauſcit is applied vnto vsby 
God, and recciued by our 
faith ; and the like can not be 
faide of the faith of any other 
Man. - 1, 

Thirdly it may be allead- 
gc<d,that wfantshaue no faith 
of their owne; I anſwer, there 
be three opinions. touching 
Infants fanh. The firſt, that 
infants. haue aQtuall faith 
wrought in them by the-holy 
Ghoſt: becauſe it is ſaid, Mat. 
28. 6. Whoſocner offendeth one 
of theſe little ones that beleenes

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to be zn vntruth : becauſe 
faith preſuppoſeth vnderſti- 
ding and knowledge, which 
infants want. Againe ,if in- 
fants — to belecue 
when they are young, they .

none, vnleſle they attaine vn- 
to it afterward by diligent 
teaching ard inſtruftion. 
And the place in Matthew 
may be -vnderſtood of men 
of yeares, who ifthey haue 
contrite and humbled hearts, 
are little ones belecuing in 
Chriſt. Againe, children afe 
ter ſome yeares by good edu» 
cation and inſtrudiion , nay 
attaine to ſome knowledge 
and conſequently to faith. 
Thus Timothie was brought

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yp in the Scripture of a 
childe. The fecond opinion 
1s, that all places of Scripture 
intreating of faith are to be 
vnderſtood of menofyeares, 
and that children are ſaued 
by ſome other vnknown and 
vnſpeakeable way without 
faith, I ſomewhat doubt of 
| Marker6.1s $115: becauſe it 15faid,YYVhoſo- 
ener beleeneth not ts alrcadie 
condemned. A gaine, VUuhont 
faith it is impoſſible to pleaſe 
God. The third opinion 1s, 
that children haue faith after 
a ſort: becauſe.the parents ac- 
cording to the tenour of the 
couenant, / will be thy God, 
and the God of thy ſeede, be- 
leeuefor themſeluesand their 
children; and therefore their 
Faith is not onely theirs but 
alfo_the faith of their chil- 
; dren.
